for two men who stole $6480 in cash 
from the Bank of Lockcsburg. 


Several automobiles carrying offi- 


cers were trailing the green sedan in 
which they escaped up a country road 
paralleling the Cossatot river.

The men forced three bank officials 


to lie on the floor, and made Cashier 
R. S. Hunsacker unlock a safe in the 
vault. 


Car Number Obtained 


C. W. Burkhead, whose residence is 


diagonally across the street from the 
bank, obtained the number of thier 
car. It bore an Arkansas license, and 
is believed to have been stolen Sun- 
day from a DeQueen 
man 
named 


Scott. 


Burkhead and his 15-year-old son 


were sitting on the porch when the 
car drove up in front of the bank 
They say one of them get out, ther 
re-enter the car. Then both emerged 
and went to the side door of the bank, 
One stayed there while the other went 
to the front. 


Suspecting the robbery, Burkhead 


and his son strolled down the street 
opposite the bank until they could 
see what was going on. They ther 
beat a hasty retreat for the safety of 
tJwlr»,house. 


; '•.'J&sjde. the two went quickly into 


"Well, toys,'we've come to get It,' 


one,of them declared. "Get down on 
the floor, shut your eyes, lie on your 
face and don't make a sound or move 
until we get through." 


Hunsacker, together with President 


M. L. Norwood and Assistant Cashier 
R C. Norwood, were the only occu-' 
pants of the bank. They complied 
with the orders.

One account said both were young, 
unmasked, and cooly deliberate. An- 
other said one was young and tall, 
the other middle aged and heavy set. 


They were trailed about five miles 


out of town on Highway No. 7, to a 
point between DeQueen and Dierks 
where No. 70 intersects. They fol- 
lowed No. 70 about three miles, then 
left the highway for the river road, 
which leads through the Steel farm.

between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. 


He said he present indebtedness o: 


the schools of the state aggregated 
$26,000,000 of which $1,000,000 is charg- 
able to loss of funds in closed banks 
of the state.

An estimate a few 
days ago of the truck movement was 
from 500 to 600 car loads by truck, bill 
a closer check-up reveals the fac 
that this figure is probably only aboui 
half the actual truck movement, i 
being considered that 1000 car loads in 
this manner is a conservative estimate. 
There are few orchards which did not 
sell a large quantity to trucks, and 
many of the orchards moved more by 
truck than by rail. 


Practically every orchard is entirely 


through with the harvest now, and the 
district is again taking on a quiet 
after the nervous excitement of the 
past three weeks. Hundreds of people 
who were camped in the orchard area 
have moved back to their homes or 
gone 
on to other 
places hunting 


work. 
Many of the transients re- 


ceived some work during the harvest, 
but there were also many who were 
sent away without 
having worked, 


local labor being given the prefer- 
ence in all of the work, and this labor 
being almost sufficient to handle the 
crop, which is the largest in the his- 
tory of the district. 


The price of the fruit has been gain- 


ing strength for the past several days, 
and yesterday's Kansas City quotation 
was an advance. It is now hoped that 
the peaches from the district which 
are rolling unsold will bring a much 
better price than those sold last week.

Oil Industry Chaos 


Legislature and "Selfish 


Interests" Scored by 


Department Chief 


WASHINGTON -(#)- Acting Sec- 


retary Dixon of the Interior Thurs- 
day laid entire responsibility for con- 
tinued demoralization of the oil indus- 
try upon Texas, its legislature and 
"selfish and irresponsible interests op- 
erating the east Texas pool." 


In reply to many telegrams from 


governors, senators and other leaders 
for some federal action, Dixon said 
that the federal government's hands 
are tied, that other great producing 
states have curbed 
their oil output 


and only Texas' "failure to co-operate 
with the industry at large" now pre- 
vents the price of oil from again 
reaching a dollar a barrel. 


As for Oklahoma, where Governor 


Murray under martial law has closed 
down all flush wells, Dixon said the 
federal government would not inter- 
vene. The department has an impor- 
tant interest in the Oklahoma oil sit- 
uation through its supervision of In- 
dian leases, but these are beyond the 
control of suite authorities.
